The postponement of the threatened navai 
attack was brought about at a.conference 
held at 1 o’clock this morning on board the 
British cruiser Tribune, at which General 
Ignacio Fellaco, Sefior de la Rosa, Secretary 
of General Diaz, and the commanders of the 
foreign warships were present. General 
Felidco agreed, at the request of the naval 
commandérs, and on the ground of humanity, 
not to land troops here or open fire on the 
town before 6 o'clock on Friday evening.

Anthracite Can Be Delivered at a Ger- 
‘man Dock for Less Money than It 
Costs to Bring It to Chicago—Local 
Agents Hope the Emperor's Order of 
300,000 Tons Will Be the Opening 
Wedge for a Great Export Trade in 


Chicago agents of Eastern coal compani 
were agreeably surprised yesterday to hear 
that a representative of the German Em- 
peror had placed orders in America for 300,- 
000 tons of anthracite coal. They said it 
indicated the opening of a vast new market 
for the Pennsylvania product. 

The price that the Kaiser will have to pay 
for fuel at dock is from $1.25 to §2 less than 
the Chicago business-man must pay at his 
factory or plant. This difference is ac- 
counted for, in large part at least, by the 
difference in cost of transportation. The 
German coast is far away, but ocean freights 


Will Cost the Kaiser $5.50 a Ton. 

Gustav Schulze, the representative of Em- 
peror Wiliam, has bargained for the coal to 
cost not more than $5.50 a ton at the docks 
in Germany. A merchant in Chicago placing 
a similar order would have to pay at least 
$6.75, dealers say. It costs dealers here $3.50 
a ton to bring coal from Pennsylvania. From 
the mines to Buffalo $2 or $2.25 is charged by 
the railroads, and the lake freight of 70 or 
80 cents and the expense of loading and un- 
loading makes up the $3.50 

The mines are nearer to 
to Buffalo, and the rail freight to Philadel- 
phia is supposed by Chicago dealers to be 
only $1 or $1.25. With the exceedingly low 
ocean rates ruling now it is possible to dock 
the coal in Germany at a rate below the 


Heretofore the English coal fleids for the 
most part have supplied the fuel imported 
by the continent of Europe. English coal 
is bituminous, and it is thought that if once 
the superior American anthracite finds a 
market there it never can be dislodged. 


- Dealers Discuss the Order. 


„I am glad to see that American coal has 
found a European market, said Henry E. 
Weaver, President of the Weaver Coal com- 
It has long been known that coal 
in this country was of a better grade than 
that mined in England. There is little for- 
eign anthracite coal. It is cheaper to ship 
from the Reading and the Lehigh flelds to 
Europe than it is to ship from there to Chi- 
cago. That is due to the freight rates on 
the roads leading from the coal flelds to 
Chicago and to lake ports whence coal can 
be brought here by boats. I do not know 
who got the order. It will not affect the 
Illinois fields as they are too far away frum 


„Coal can be shipped abroad from Penn- 
sylvania to Europe cheaper than it can be

Small remittances are reé- 
ceived weekly, and in many cases the sums’ 
are sent on through clergymen. The fund 
is merely a miscellaneous receipt of the

FIVE DROWNED AT LONG BRANCH

Firm Stand by United States. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 25.—[Special.]— 
The United States has taken a firm stand 
in connection with the affairs on the Isthmus 
of Panama, and has again demonstrated that 
it will under no circumstances permit the 
interruption of railroad traffic at that point. 

As a.result of the action of the United 
Siates government the bombardment of Co- 
lon has been postponed, and, unleas all signs 
fail, it will not take place at all. The bom- 
dardment was forbidden by Commander Mc- 
Crea, who requested instructions from the 
Navy department as to what he should do in 
view of the threat of General Pinzon to 
bombard Colon at noon today. The depart- 
ment advised the American commander. to 
use his discretion, and to take such action 
as might be necessary to protect American 
interests. 


No Effect on Revolution. 

The stand of this government will of course 
have no effect on the revolution now in - 
ress. It was taken simply to maintain tr 
on the ratiroad crossing the isthmus in com- 
pliance with the treaty obligations of the 
United States. 

The rebels are now in possession of Colon, 
and if the recognised authorities desire to 
give them battle the United States will not 
interfere so long as the raliroad traffic is not 
disturbed.

LONDON, Nov. 25.—A list printed this 
morning shows that Sir J. Blundell Maple ir 
at the head of owners of winning racehorses. 
His entries were first in fifty-seven races 
of the value of £20,804. The second on the 
list is Mr. Willlam C. Whitney, who won 
£19,820 in thirty-six races. Mr. Kincaid is 
third with winnings af £18,955. 

Of the winning jockeys, O. Madden is first 
with 778 mounts and 180 wins. Danny” 
Maher had 418 mounts and was first 04 times. 
G. McCall is third with 451 mounts and 91 
wins. Johnny Reiff is fourth on the list with 
482 mounts and 89 wins. Lester Reiff is 
seventh. He had 322 mounts and was first 
75 times. 

The Times in reviewing the list says: 
„There can be little doubt that Sam Loates 
and the elder Reiff would have been second 
and third if they had been able to ride all 
through the season. 

From one point of view Maher has done 
better than Madden or any one else, winning 
one in four, as compared with one in six. It 
is the almost universal opinion that Maher 
is a well-conducted lad, against whom there 
is no word to be said. He is the best jockey 
from across the Atlantic. Many competent 
judges go so far as to say that he is quite the 
equal of Fordham or Archer when they were 
at their best. 

“Of the Reiffs and Maher it have 
paid to have backed their mounts. the 
last named alone a sovereign placed on each 
of Maher’s mounts, less the bookmaker’s 
commission, would have netted a profit of

Washington, D. .. Nov. 25.—[ Special. ]— 
The annual report of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture was made public today. According 
to it, the highest record previously attained 
in the export of agricultural products—in 
1808—was surpassed by over $90,000,000 in 
the fiscal year of 1901, when a value of over 
$950,000,000 was reached. Of the merchan- 
dise sent abroad during the year 65 per cent 
originated on the farm. i 

Of foreign customers for American agri- 
cultural products the United Kingdom stands 
first, taking over 50 per cent. The next 
most important markets are afforded by 
Germany, France, the Netherlands, and Bel- 

um, in the order named. The Section of 

Foreign Markets has begun the preparation 
of a most comprehensive report on the char- 
acter of our agricultural importations re- 
céived by the United Kingdom from coun- 
tries other than the United States. The 
importance of this report is evidenced by the 
erican exports to 
the United Kingdom, they comprised only 
one-third of the foreign farm produce pur- 
chased by that country. Special statistics 
have been compiled by the ‘Section of For- 
eign Markets relative to our trade in farm 
products ‘with our new insular’ ns.

Investigations in plant physiology and 
pathology have been lately devoted to the 
study of cotton diseases, diseases of orchard 
fruits, and of forest trees and construction 
timber. An interesting discovery to cotton 
Frowers is reported of a cowpea resistant 
to the fungus that destroys the cotton roots. 
The department has been for several years 
trying to secure by breeding a race of oranges 
resistant to frost. A cross of hardy Jap- 
anese with the Florida sweet orange has re- 


known, and there is promise of ultimately 
securing 4 fruit both hardy and of good 
quality. 

Agriculture in the Colonies. 

The agricultural conditions of the new 
American possessions are being thoroughly 
studied, and special attention is being given 
to the production in these possessions of 
tropical crops, for which the United States 
pays out millions of dollars annually. Rals- 
ing coffee in Porto Rico has been the subject 
of special study. . 

The development of the rice industry in 
Louisiana and. Texas since the introduction 
by the department of the Japanese rice, dur- 
ing the last three years, has been remark- 
able. At the same time the imports of this 
product have decreased from 154,000,000 
to 73,000,000 pounds. 

The United States imports yearly nearly 
$800,000 worth of macaroni. Macaroni wheats 
shave been introduced in the last two years 
successfully into the Dakotas and also into 
Kansas and Nebraska. Fully 90 per cent of 
the date palms introduced in recent years 
from *Africa are now growing vigorously in 
Arizona and southern California. 

Investigation into the composition, nutri- 
tive value, and adulteration of food products 
during the year was devoted particularly to 
the study of preserved meats and food 
‘products imported into this country, and sus- 
pected of adulteration or of containing in- 


jurious constituents.

During the year nearly 800.000 aeres under 
private owners were examined by representa- 
tives of the bureau, and four detailed work- 
ing plans, covering 226,000 acres, were pre-

SANITARY BOARD DEFEATS 
SUIT FOR $200,000 DAMAGE. 


Judge Chytraus Directs Verdict for Dis- 
trict in Action td Recover on a For- 
feited act tor Construction. 

The Sanitary District won ite second vio- 
tory yesterday in litigation arising from the

construction of the canal. In the suit of 
Smith & Eastman against the district, in 


which the plaintiffs-sought to recover 8200, 
00, the ams unt they al ey would have 


made had they been allowed to carry out 


contract for work on section 14 and part of 
section 18 ot the canal, Judge Chytraus in- 
structed the jury to render a verdict for the 
defendant. . 
The contract for the work originally was 
to the MoCormick Construction com- 
pany, which, became involved in difficulties 
in December, 1808, and P. J. Sexton appoint- 
ed a receiver for its contract. Subsequetly 
Sexton sold the contract receiver's sale 
to Smith & Eastman, and later repurchased 
it. About this time the Sanitary District 
made a supplemental contract with Smith & 
Eastman for the construction of certain em- 
bankments in sections 14 and 15. 

“According to the agreement, as construed 
by the Sanitary District, the work was to 
have been completed in September, 1806, but 
as it was not finished then the time was ex- 
tended until the following December. At 
that time the Sanitary District declared the 
contract forfeited, as the work had not been 
completed. 

In giving his reasons for directing the 
jury to render a verdict for the defendant, 
Judge Chytraus, among other rulings, held 
that the supplementary contract entered into 
on Jan. 6, 1804, betweeh Smith & Eastman 
and the Sanitary District was void, for the 
reason that the statute créating the Sanitary 
District provides that all contracts for work 
amounting to over $500 must be let only 
after a public advertisement of the same and 
to the lowest responsible bidder. The court 
held that there was no public bidding for this 
work, in violation of the terms of the stat- 
ute, and that the plaintiffs were not enti- 
tled to any profits they might have made if 
the work bad been completed. 


CHARITIES BUREAU ASKS FUNDS. 


Issues Annual Appeal for Money to Ena- 
ble It to Carry on Increasing 
Work. 


The Chicago Bureau of Charities has issued 
ite annual appeal to the public for funds to 
enable it to carry on its relief work during 
the winter months. Superintendent E. P. 
Bicknell says: 

“The demands upon the bureau have 
grown rapidly as its work and purposes have 
become better known and, with increasing 
burdens has come increasing support. Thus 
it is that in seven years of its history the 
society has grown from a handful of de- 
voted people to a city-wide organization with 
bundreds of active workers and thousands 
of contributors. 

„ Illustrating the demands upon the bu- 
reau is the fact that in the last year it 
has been called upon to render assistance 
of some kind to 14,000 familles. If the bu- 
reau's help consisted only of relieving the 
immediate want in each case by a donation 
of food, fuel, clothing, or medicine, the work 
would be heavy, but the bureau attempts to 
do much more.

“LET US ALONE.” 

E. A. Gary, the chairman of the Exec- 
utive committee of the United States Steel 
corporation, and James B. Dili, the noted 
„trust lawyer, are not of one mind as 
to the power of Congress to supervise and 
regulate modern industrial combinations. 
The former contends that corporauous, 
being the creatures of States, can be reg- 
utated by the States alone. He denies that 
regulatory supervision can be attained by 
federai legislation. ‘The latter, in the au- 
dress dedvered in this city early this month, 
insisted that State legislation on this sub- 


gent. He met the alieged unconstitutionali- 
ty of national legislation by the statement 
that the Supreme Uourt of the United States 
“found its way out of the same difficulty 
when suggested in the case of the. national 
banking act. It might be said that in the 
preaent case the pub.ic welfare more urgent- 


required a- national corporation act than 


it did a national banking act.” . 

When such ennnent authorities as these 
disagree on a question of law the plain 
people cannot decide between them. The 
final arbiter of ther differences must be 
the Supreme Court ot the United States. 
This being the case, Congrese should give 
that court an opportunity to pass on the 
question by enaeting iegisiation for the su- 


which in its opinion will not be open to 
constitutional objections, though it may be 
open to them in Mr. Gary's opinion. 
Mr. Gary’s contention is that these cor- 
porations shouid be let alone by the law- 
makers and be left to the operation of 
natural laws. He says the workings of 
these laws will protect everybody. He has 
a low opinion of the value of any publicity 
which can be secured by statutory enact- 
ment. He contends that the danger that 
the industrial combinations will develop into 
monopolies has been magnified—“ with per- 
haps a few exceptions.” It would be inter- 
esting to know what these exceptions are. 
The public does not wish to be the sia 


of one monopoly even. . 


The purpose of industrial combinations, 


gays Mr. Gary, is to achieve the lowest 


possible cost of production and distribution,” 
and whenever they depart from it competi- 
tion will spring up to force them back.” 
The men at the head of industrial combina: 
tions pretend to have great respect for that 
competition which they say their excessive 
prices will evoke. They have nothing to 
say about the losses of consumers before 


| that competition has become effective. It 


cannot be organized at a moment’s notice. 
The needs of the bour ¢annot give it im- 
mediate birth. While it is a-borning monop- 


for apeedy relief. “ Potential competition“ 


does not give it. 


Mr. Gary remarks. that the ability of a 
domestic Manufacturer to undersell a for- 
eign manufacturer in the home of the lat- 
ter “does not alter the fact of the demand 
on him to reach the minimum cost to retain 
the domestic trade.” There are many 
American consumers who would be pleased 
if this were the case. But it is not always. 
There are some of the products of the United 
States Steel corporatiog which are made 
more cheaply by it than by any foreign 
competitor and are sold in this market at 
a price much above that which is demand- 
ed of foreigners for them. It is asserted 
that if the steel and iron duties were lower 
prices here would be lower and fairer than 
they are. This is a phase of the subject 
Mr, Gary does not discuss, though familiar 
with ali the facts. 


The cause of monopolistic combinations 


will not be aided by Mr. Gary's defense of 
them. He cannot convince the public that 
the “let us alone” policy he contends for 
ig the proper policy for them to adopt con- 
cerning such combinations. 


THE ANTI-CORSET MOVEMENT. 
‘Declining population has long been a 
source of anxiety to the French government 
and many plans have been tested to arrest 
mortality and increase births, but thus far 
without avail. During the last century 
France increased 12,000,000 in population, 
as compared with an increase of 61,000,000 
in Germany and 39,000,000 in England. To 
devise means for increasing the birth rate 
and decreasing mortality an extra parlis- 
mentary commission has just been appointed 
‘which will consider among other measures 
financial rewards for large families and the 
suppression of the baby farming system in 
France. 

A still more radical measure, and one 
which probably will be vigorously antago- 
nized, is the bill which Dr. Marechale pro- 
poses to have introduced in the Chamber of 
Deputies forbidding any Woman below the 
age of 30 to wear any kind of corset under 
penalty of three months’ imprisonment and 
1,000 francs fine, also compelling manufac- 
turers to furnish to the state the names of 
those who purchase their goods, and render- 
ing dealers liable under certain conditions 
to punishment and confiscation of stocks. 
Should the doctor be successful with this 
bill he will follow it up with a similar at- 
tack upon high heels, which, he claims, are 
deforming women, and heavy hats, which 
are reducing the female brain capacity. 

The X-ray has satisfactorily demonstrated 
the injurious effects of corsets, but, consid- 
ering all that Dr. Marechale asserts about 
their unhealthfulness, it is still questionable 
whether the evil can be remedied by legis- 
lation. It certainly could not be in this 
country, simply because when a woman 
will, she will, you may depend on’t; and 
when she won't, she won't, and there's an 
end on’t.” She has already made one con- 
cession, the removal of the hat in public 
halls and theaters, and that is as far as she 


legislate against it, to stigmatize it as un- 
healthy, or to point to the Venus of Milo or 
the Winged Victory as cortzetless perfections 
of beauty.
